For centuries the Koran had for- 
bidden Mohammedans to drin* 
liquor, but it was not until early in 
1921 that the temporal powers of 
Turkey also forbade it.

Oil Property Provisions. 

The documents comprise the two 
claims conventions and the Mexican 
Government's interpretation of the 
bearing of the subsoil petroleum and 
agrarian laws on American property 
in Mexico. It is believed here that 
the reports carried by Payne and 
|Warren will be acceptable in Wash- 
ington, and that diplornatic relations 
between the United States and Mex- 
ico soon will be re-established. 

As regards subsoil petroleum, the 
minutes show that Mexice holds thar 
the rights of American oi] companies 
to properties acquired prior to the 
promulgation of the 1917 Constitu- 
ition remain intact. After that date, 
the provisions of this Constitution 
relating to the subsoil are effective, 
although their mnon-retroactive ef- 
fect, including Article 27, is estab- 
lished. The United States delegatcs 
are understood to have reserved the 
rights of Americans who acquired 
oil lands prior to May 1, 1947, 


Mexican Government is believed to 
be unwilling to guarantee the rights 
of such persons. 
Agrarian Rights. 

American agrarian rights acquired 
prior to the 1917 Constitution re- 
main valid under the laws then in 
force and under the provisions of 
the Constitution of 1857. However, 
it is agreed that lands acquired since 
1917 are subject to the provisions of 
the Constitution adopted in that 
year. These relate to the division of 
the great estates and also to su bse- 
quent agrarian legislation. 
| It is also understood that the 
United States delegates received as- 
surances of immediate and equitable 
cash payments for lands illegally 
taken under Mexico’s policy of re- 
storing communal lands to the 
towns and villages to which they 
originally belonged: 

The two conventions cover settle-

DEMOCRATS CRITICISE 
SLEMP_ APPOINTMENT 


Alleged Trafficking in Federal 
Offices Cited in Statement by 
Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Ap- 


pointment of C. Bascom Slemp as 
secretary to President Coolidge was 
the occasion yesterday of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee's first at- 
tack on the executive since he took 
over his new duties. 

In a statement issued through 
its publicity department. the com- 
mittee said the selection of Slemp, 
who for years represented the Ninth 
Virginia District in the House of 
Representatives, was “tantamount 
to an official announcement that 
President Coolidge is a candidate 
for the presidential nomination in 
1924 and that the appointment is 
the first step to round up delegates 
from the Southern States for Cool- 
idge.”” 

“Surprise and Shock.” 

Declaring that Slemp was “ex- 
posed on the floor of the House, 
Dec. 15, 1922, in connection with 
the alleged trafficking in offices by 
Republicans in Southern States,” 
the statement said that his appoint- 
ment as secretary to the President 
“came both as a surprise and a 
shock to the whole country because 
it carries with it necessarily an in- 
dorsement of office jobbery in the 
South.” 

Attached to the statement were 
copies of letters, addressed to B. R. 
Powell, the Republican referee in 
Virginia, and signed either by 
Slemp or his sec.etary, which were 
read into the Congressional Record 
last December by Representative 
Harrison, Democrat, of Virginia. 
Harrison, whose election had been 
contested, charged that efforts had 
been made by the Republican or- 
ganization {n Virginia to obtain 
campaign funds from persons seek- 
ing appointments to Federal! offices. 

“ Federal Jobs.” 

“Bascom Slemp,” said the state- 
ment, “Is not only the most import- 
ant Republican in the State of Vir- 
ginia, but he is the most important 
Republican t& the South in the mat- 
ter of dispensing Federal jobs and 
controlling Southern delegates to 
Republican national conventions. 

“The expose by Congressman 
Harrison is one phase of the record 
of the man whom President Cool- 
idge has named as secretary to the 
President, an office considered by 
many to be more important and 
carrying with it more influence than 
a Cabinet portfolio.” 

At another point the statement 
sald: 

“The Democratic national organ- 
ization recently announced that it 
would only judge President Coolidge 
in the light of events as they hap- 
pen.

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POLITICAL FIGHT IS STARTED 
IN CODE CONVENTION FOR. 
CONTROL OF STATE SENATE 


Republican Members of Committee Obtain Re- 
districting Plan of Democrats and Vote to 
Lay It Before Convention.

JEFFERSON CITY. Aug. 16.—A 
political fight is in progress in the 
Constitutional Convention over the 
control of the State Senate for parti- 
san purposes. The Democrats have 
it just at present, and th intend to 
hold it. Republicans, wever, are 
making a determined effort to wrest 
the control away fr the Demo- 
crats. This is the fifst question to 
inject partisanship jfjnto affairs of 
the convention. 

The present set of’ State Senator- 
ia} Districts in effect since 1901, so 
manifestly constitute an outright 
partisan gerrymander that not even 
the Democratic delegates in the con- 
vention undertake to defend it.. Yet 
with every artifice at their com- 
mand they are endeavoring to block 
all effort to change it. 

On the other hand, Republican 
delegates who likp their fellow par- 
tisans for twenty years previous, de- 
nouncing in one breath the prostitu- 
tion of government to the selfish po- 
litical purposes of Democrats, in the 
next breath suggest a set of districts 
which are conceived in the same 
identical purpose, and which are 
only, a degree or 60 less unfair.

Tuesday night trapped the ._ Demo- 
‘eratic members of that group and 
drove them ,out on the topmost iimb 
of a tall tree, which will be sawed 
off when report of that committee 
is taken up by the convention, prob- 
ably this weex. 
To Fight Redistricting. 

Leaders among the Democratic 
politicians who are delegates, frank- 
ly and determinedly have set out to 
fight any kind of a redistricting. Yet 
Tuesday night the districting com- 
mittee in the absence of Chairman 
Henry Lay and State S«nator Frank 
H. Farris. two of the Democratic 
members of the group got hold of a 
4istricting plan prepared by J. H. 
Gunn of Otterville and Ralph Wam- 
mack of Bloomfield, also a Demé- 
cratic member of the committee, and 
over the protest of Democratic mem- 
hers, voted to recomn.end it to the 
convention. 

This set of districts analyzed on 
a basis of the vote for Supreme 
Judge in 1918 and 1922, would give 
19 Democratic Senators and 15 Re- 
publicans, in normal years. 

This would be such an improve- 
ment over the present situation, 
however, that the minute its signifi- 
cance was grasped in the committee, 
Politte Elvins of Bonne Terre, one 
of the Republican politicians in the 
convention, moved that it be sub- 
stituted for the plan prepared by 
Republicans and which would have 
given the mpossibly an 18 to 12 ad- 
vantage, with four doubtful.

GEDDES URGES IMPROVEMENT 
IN ELLIS ISLAND CONDITIONS 


British Ambassador’s Chief Oriticism 
Is that Space Is Too Small 
and Aroma Is Stale. , 
By the Associated Preas. 

LONDON, Aug. 16.—8pecific rec- 
ommendations for the improvement 
of conditions at Ellis Island, the 
principal gateway into America for 
European immigrants, are contained 
In @ report to Foreign Secretary 
Marquis Curzon from Sir Auckland 
Geddes, British Ambassador to the 
United States, made public here yes- 
terday. 

The report, drafted by the Am- 
bassador following a visit to the 
island last December, was issued in 
the form of a White Parliamentary 
paper. The general criticism is that 
Ellis Island is too small; that what 
additional space is available is use- 
less because it is unventilated, and 
that the buildings are generally in a 
poor state of repair. 

“Greasy dirt,” weeks and perhaps 
months old was seen by the Ambas- 
sador in many corners, with the re- 
sult that the place was “pervaded 
by a flat, stale smell * * * quite 
distinct from the ptngent odor of 
unwashed humanity.” 

Sir Auckland thinks the staff got 
used to this odor, but he says for 
himself that “it took me 86 hours 
to get rid of the aroma, which fia- 
vored everything I ate or drank.” - 

“As @ matter of fact,” he declares, 
“what Ellis Island needs, in my 
|judgment, is to be relieved of the 
presence of about one-half the peo- 
ple who are poured into it.”
